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FOR BETTER HIGHWAYS. 

The proposal of Representative Walter 
P. Andrews, of Fulton, to bring before the 
coming legislature a bill to create a state 
highway commission in connection with the 
State prison commission, through which 
shall be expended for better roads construc- 
tion in Georgia the fund of more _than 
$100,000 received annually from the special 
tax on motor vehicles, and such other funds 
as the state may receive for road building 
purposes, ‘is directly in line with the sug- 
gestion made recently in The Constitution. 

In The Constitution’s reference to this 
matter, it was pointed out that this $100,000 
fund is now being dissipated through its 
distribution in driblets to 150 Georgia coun- 
ties. Such distribution gives each of them 
somewhere around $600 to $700, scarcely 
enough to construct a mile of ordinary dirt 
road, let alone a road that has actual value 
and lasting qualities.
